In order to produce these art designs at low prices, they are made up 
in quantity lots. Therefore, changes made in the size of mantels, ex- 
cept where they are listed as "Built to order only," or the use of differ- 
ent woods than those specified, requires building them special or singly, 
thus causing an added charge. 

Whenever there is a change made in the length of the shelf, such change 
should, as a rule, be correspondingly made in the width of the body 
and the width of the wood opening as well. Any change in the height 
should also he made in the height of the wood opening. 

Ornamentation cannot be changed in size without an extra cost for 
remodeling. However, if the space is suitable, substitution of ornaments 
from one mantel to another can be effected without extra cost, except- 
ing the difference in the price of the ornaments. Facing projections on 
stock mantels can be reduced in size at small cost by increasing the 
depth of the mould in the opening, or by cutting off from the back of 
the shelf and sides of the mantel. Where the facing projection is needed 
larger than that shown, it generally requires the building of the mantel 
special. See the illustration of measurement terms on page 37. 



Finis li es 

Mantels specified in "White Undercoat" are made mostly of poplar, 
with some parts ( such as moulds and carvings ) of gum wood. They 
have sufficient coatings of flat white paint, smoothly sanded, to form 
the undercoat necessary for the white enamel coat or other color treat- 
ment, after the mantel is installed. These White Undercoat mantels can 
be obtained unfinished, for which an allowance in price is made. 

Mantels specified of Quartered Red Gum Wood are usually furnished 
unfinished (without any stain or other coating), though we can furnish 
them finished in any desired shade of Mahogany or Walnut color. 

Mantels specified of Quartered or Plain Oak are likewise usually fur- 
nished unfinished, but can be had in any desired finish.

This outlined illustration describes the terms used in giving the meas- 
urements of our mantels. The projection for the facing given on the 
different mantels varies in size. This is the natural result of designing 
each mantel to produce the best effect. In all cases the projection is 
sufficient for the use of tile or marble and in some cases, of brick and 
stone. 

The Mantel, the Facing, and the Fireplace Opening ( see illustration ) 
should be planned for as a whole; that is, the size of the facing and the 
joints of the tile or brick should be worked out so as to fit the wood man- 
tel opening. It is always best to have the mantel on hand at the time of 
setting the facing and the fireplace, so that it will fit the facing properly.

Decreasing Facing Projections 

While the size of the facing projections made on most of our stock mantels as given 
in the catalog vary from 1" and more, yet occasionally the requirements call for no 
facing projections, i.e —where the facing ( whether marble, brick, tile, etc. ) is 
already installed, flush with the wall. To meet this condition, these larger projec- 
tions can be reduced by cutting several inches off the back of the shelf and sides, 
and extending the opening mould back the remaining distance to the wall line. 
The cost of changing any of our stock designs in this manner is $4.00 list. 

We illustrate this method below, using for example our No. 708 stock mantel with 
a 3" facing projection. 





Increasing Faring Projections 

Tin's change generally requires building the mantel special, though at times this 
can be done on a stock mantel. Additional pieces must be skillfully glued to back 
of the shelf and sides, and all moulds on the sides must be replaced, so that no patch 
is discernible. The cost of the latter method varies from $7.00 to $15.00 list.

Among the number of methods of fastening these mantels, the following is 
suggested, which while simple, is yet effective. Drive a 2-inch screw into each 
side of the mantel near the back edge and close to the top of the mantel. These 
screws are to enter a wood wedge which has been driven into the brick wall 
close to the inside of the body and left projecting out from the wall about two 
inches. Metal or wood dowels are fastened to the inside of the body at the 
bottom and extend into the hearth. In place of the dowels to fasten the lower 
part of mantel, wedges could be used same as for the upper part. 

Note the wedges shown in the 
wall. 

Mantels should never be fast- 
ened to the wall until the setting 
is thoroughly dried out. No 
matter how well wood is dried, 
there is a probability of it swell- 
ing and cracking when becom- 
ing damp or absorbing moisture.
